Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed December 9, 2002 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Hara et al. discloses a housing 1 , a plurality of vanes (fins 3), an ad- 
justable element (motor 10), a sliding guide (control member 7), a first coupling element 
(pin 6), and a second swiveling axle (shaft 4). Note, swivel 1. a link, pivot, or another 

fastening so designed that it permits the free turning of attached parts.1 Hence, the shaft does allow the 

fins to swivel about a second axis even though the fin has a fixed second pivot axis.
